LETTER  FROM 

PRESIDENT  DRINKER 


His    Brief   Trip    to    Alaska    Reported. 
Other  Matters  of  Interest 

To  my  Fellow  Alumni  of  Lehigh: 

Matters  at  the  University  have  been 
so  engrossing  that  I  realized  only  re- 
cently that  some  fifteen  months  or 
more  had  slipped  by  since  I  last  ran 
away  from  work,  and  on  the  kindly  in- 
sistence of  our  trustees  I  decided  to 
break  away,  with  Mrs.  Drinker,  in 
August,  for  a  month,  and  take  a  look 
at  our  northwest. 

We  stopped  three  days  at  Glacier 
Park,  and  spent  two  days  at  Rainier 
Park,  and  were  fully  awakened  to  the 
importance  and  truth  of  the  slogan 
"See  America  First."  The  glorious 
scenery  cannot  be  adequately  described 
in  words,  and  the  excellent  transporta- 
tion and  hotel  accommodations  make 
these  visits  easy  and  delightful.     To  a 


hide-bound   Easterner   Seattle   is   most 
impressive  in  its  beauty  and  "go." 

I  wrote  to  our  alumni  who  are  regis- 
tered in  our  Alumni  List  as  located  at 
Seattle,  that  I  expected  to  be  there  on 
the  evening  of  the  18th,  and  expressed 
the  hope  that  they  would  give  me  the 
pleasure  of  meeting  them  at  dinner  on 
that  date.  Mrs.  Drinker  and  I  had  the 
very  great  pleasure  of  thus  meeting 
ten  of  our  friends  located  in  the  north- 
west— G.  A.  Brooke,  '76,  H.  L.  Manley, 
'92,  Major  G.  Ordway,  '94,  D.  Kautz, 
'9  5,  B.  O.  Eastwood  (Instructor  at  Le- 
high '04-'05,  now  Professor  of  Me- 
chanical Engineering  at  the  University 
of  "Washington,  Seattle),  J.  Daniels, 
M.S.,  '08  (formerly  Assistant  Professor 
of  Mining  Engineering  at  Lehigh,  now 
Assistant  Professor  of  Mining  Engi- 
neering and  Metallurgy  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Washington),  W.  S.  Kelton,  '08, 
A.  S.  Garrison,  '09,  W.  J.  Maguire,  '12, 
and  F.  Bianco,  '14.  Letters  of  regret, 
owing  to  absence  on  professional  calls. 
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were  received  from  W.  A.  Warren,  '80, 
H.  T.  Harper,  '84,  and  P.  E.  Dinan,  '97. 

We  had  a  pleasant  Lehigh  reunion. 
As  Mr.  Brooke  was  the  only  one  of 
those  present  who  was  able  to  reach 
Lehigh  this  year  for  our  semi-centen- 
nial, I  made  a  report  of  the  recent 
progress  and  present  condition  and 
needs  of  the  University,  to  which  Pro- 
fessor Daniels  made  a  very  kindly  re- 
sponse. During  the  dinner  we  received 
a  cordial  greeting  by  telegraph  from 
Charley  Taylor,  from  Spring  Lake, 
New  Jersey,  to  which  an  appropriate 
acknowledgment  was  sent. 

On  August  19  we  sailed  on  the 
steamer  Spokane  for  an  eleven-day 
trip  up  the  coast  to  Sitka,  the  old  Rus- 
sian capital,  and  return.  Take  this 
trip  when  you  can  get  away.  The  im- 
mensity of  Alaska — the  glorious  scen- 
ery, the  progressive  spirit  and  hospi- 
tality of  the  people  are  most  im- 
pressive. 

I  found  awaiting  me  at  Seattle  a 
cordial  letter  from  H.  W.  DuBois,  '92, 
inviting  us  to  join  him  in  the  Copper 
River  region,  and  see  its  glories,  but 
our  time  was  too  short  to  accept  his 
kindness. 

At  Ketchikan  we  found  J.  C.  Barber, 
'95,  holding  an  important  place  in  the 
community — in  charge  of  a  great  re- 
frigerating plant,  and  of  the  electric 
lighting  system.  Think  of  it,  ye  effete 
easterners,  this  young  American  city  is 
all  electrical.  All  their  lighting,  cook- 
ing, and  power,  furnished  by  electrici- 
ty. At  Barber's  refrigerating  plant  we 
saw  tons  of  frozen  salmon  and  halibut 
awaiting  shipment  to  the  east,  and  in 
a  salmon  cannery,  to  which  he  took 
us,  we  saw  the  great  fresh  fish  gutted 
and  cleaned,  and  cut  up  for  canning, 
all  by  machinery,  and  then  canned  and 
boxed  for  shipment. 

Our  steamer  reached  the  dock  at 
Juneau  about  one  A.M.  on  the  25th. 
Naturally  I  felt  greatly  complimented 
on  finding  W.  S.  Bayless,  '0  7,  and  J.  Z. 
Bayless,  '14,  on  the  dock  waiting  to 
greet  us  at  that  hour.  W.  S.  Bayless 
is  practicing  law  and  represents  large 
mining  and  transportation  interests  at 
Juneau  and  elsewhere  in  the  Territory. 
His  brother,  J.  Z.  Bayless,  is  Metal- 
lurgical Engineer  of  the  great  Reduc- 
tion Mill  at  Thane   (near  Juneau),  of 


the  Alaska  Gastineau  Mining  Company 
(the  Alaska  Gold  Mines  Company). 
Those  two  fellows  actually  whisked  me 
off  in  an  automobile  at  two  in  the 
morning,  four  miles  down  to  Thane, 
where  I  was  given  an  admirable  op- 
portunity to  see  the  great  mill  at  work, 
and  was  then  taken  back  in  good  time 
to  catch  our  ship  before  she  sailed 
from  Juneau  early  in  the  same  day. 

I  feel  very  proud  of  all  these  alumni 
of  ours,  representing  Lehigh  so  well  in 
our  great  country  of  the  northwest, 
and  it  again  enforced  the  lesson  of 
how  Lehigh  is  doing,  all  over  the 
world,  her  work  for  progress  and  bet- 
terment of  the  world. 

The  journey  up  and  down  the  coast 
was  remarkably  free  from  fog,  and  be- 
ing all  inland  the  quiet  water  was  a 
blessing  to  those  of  us  who  are  prone 
to  seasickness. 

We  got  back  to  Seattle  about  6  P.M. 
on  September  2  and  took  the  11:30 
P.M.  Canadian  boat  to  Vancouver, 
reaching  there  for  breakfast  in  the 
morning.  We  spent  the  day  looking 
over  that  fair  Canadian  city  and  left 
in  the  evening  via  the  Canadian  Pacific 
for  Banff.  Doubtless  the  glories  of 
Banff  are  known  to  many  of  you.  It  is 
a  most  restful  and  beautiful  place.  I 
spent  a  couple  of  days  there  and  left 
for  home  on  the  6th,  reaching  Bethle- 
hem on  the  10th,  leaving  Mrs.  Drinker 
and  the  girls  to  follow  me  later. 

On  reaching  home  I  found  that 
splendid  progress  had  been  made  in 
the  work  of  completing  the  stadium. 
The  north  side,  thanks  to  the  liberal 
gift  of  Mrs.  Charles  M.  Schwab,  is  now 
finished,  thus  completing  the  whole 
structure,  which,  at  its  inception  two 
years  or  so  ago,  seemed  so  ambitious 
a  project;  and  the  playing  field  has, 
during  this  summer,  been  drained  and 
re-sodded. 

While  West  I  noticed  in  the  papers 
that  a  number  of  our  colleges  were 
postponing  the  date  of  opening,  deem- 
ing it  a  wise  precaution  in  view  of  the 
spread  of  infantile  paralysis.  WTiile 
there  was  no  epidemic  of  this  disease 
at  Bethlehem  this  summer  I  concluded 
we  might  be  subject  to  criticism  if  we 
opened  during  the  hot  season  and  any 
cases  should  develop,  so  I  wired  Dr. 
Emery  suggesting  we  act  on  Dr.  Estes' 
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ad/vice  in  the  matter,  and  on  consulta- 
tion between  our  authorities  here  it 
was  decided  to  postpone  our  opening 
to  October  4,  which  was  done.  The 
new  year  is  starting  under  very  favor- 
able auspices  with  a  good  Freshman 
class,  and  the  University  generally  in 
good  shape,  with  the  prospects  of  a 
prosperous  year  with  our  usual  aver- 
age attendance. 

I  think  that  we  all  increasingly  ap- 
preciate the  wise  action  taken  in  estab- 
lishing the  Alumni  Bulletin,  and 
congratulations  are  in  order  on  its  ex- 
tension and  its  value  in  keeping  our 
alumni,  all  over  the  world,  in  touch 
with  Lehigh  affairs.

COLiIiEGES  AND  PREPAREDNESS 


Relationship  Considered  At  a  Meeting 
of  Presidents  and  Army  Heads 

Upon  invitation  of  Major  General 
Hugh  L.  Scott,  Chief  of  Staff  of  the 
United  States  Army,  a  number  of  uni- 
versity and  college  presidents  met  at 
the  Army  War  College,  Washington, 
D.  C,  on  Tuesday,  October  17,  and 
discussed  phases  of  military  instruc- 
tion in  educational  institutions  as 
affected  by  the  National  Defense  Act 
approved  June  3,  1916. 

In  his  letter  inviting  the  twenty-one 
presidents  cited  further  on.  General 
Scott  said,  in  part: 

The  Idea  of  holding  this  conference  origi- 
nated   with    President    Henry    S.    Drinker    of 
Lehigh   University,   who   on  August   5,    1916, 
wrote  me  to  the  following  effect : 
"My  dear  General  &cott : 

"Following  our  conference  at  Plattsburg  I 
write  to  say  that  I  understand  from  Presi- 
dent Lowell  that  when  at  Wlashington  re- 
cently he  had  some  conference  with  General 
Macomb  as  representing  the  Army  War  Col- 
lege, in  regard  to  what  would  and  should  be 
done  in  our  universities  and  colleges  to  give 
instruction  in  subjects  properly  preparatory 
to  a  military  career.  Would  it  not  seem 
well,  before  the  War  College  reaches  a  con- 
clusion in  the  matter,  for  you  to  suggest  or 
call  a  meeting  at  the  War  Department  in 
Washington,  of  the  fifteen  university  and 
college  presidents  who  compose  our  advisory 
committee  on  the  educational  side  of  the 
Summer  military  training  camps.  The  com- 
mittee is  made  up  of  men  holding  represen- 
tative positions  in  cultural  and  technical  edu- 
cation throughout  the  country,  and  is  com- 
posed of  men  who  have  been  and  are  heartily 
and  genuinely  interested  in  the  whole  subject, 
and  who  would  be  in  a  position  to  give  valu- 


able consideration  and  advice  as  to  what  our 
universities  and  colleges  can  do  in  this  mat- 
ter. 

"If  the  idea  strikes  you  favorably  it  would 
seem  well  to  defer  sending  out  any  notice 
about  it  until  after  the  college  presidents  are 
back  at  their  respective  locations,  say  some 
time  after  September  15,  and  to  arrange  for 
such  a  meeting  in  Washington  at  the  War 
Department,  say  some  time  during  the  first 
fifteen  days  of  October.

(a)  The  Regulations  for  the  Reserve  Of- 
ficers' Training  Corps,  with  a  view  to  sug- 
gesting amendments,    if  necessary. 

(b)  The  required  courses  in  camp  training 
for  units  or  members  of  the  Reserve  Ofiicers' 
Training  Corps  and  the  possibility  of  secur- 
ing this  training  in  Citizens'  Training  Camps 
authorized  by  Section  54,  Act  of  June  3, 
1916. 

(c)  Standard  courses  of  theoretical  and 
practical  instruction,  basic  and  advanced,  for 
the  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  and  the 
inducements  offered  for  taking  the  advanced 
course. 

(d)  The  Regulations  governing  Training 
Camps  and  the  courses  of  instruction  there- 
at. 

It  is  requested  that  the  suggestion  of  any 
other   subjects   for   discussion   be   included   in 
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your  letter  of  acceptance  in  order  that  a 
complete  program  for  the  conference  may  be 
prepared  in  advance  of  the  meeting. 

Major  General  Leonard  Wood  will  be  di- 
rected to  attend  the  conference  for  the  pur- 
pose of  explaining  the  proposed  courses  of 
instruction  at  training  camps  and  any  other 
questions  that  may  arise  relative  to  these 
camps. 

A  copy  of  the  Regulations  for  the  Reserve 
Officers'  Training  Corps  will  be  mailed  to  you 
as  soon  as  they  are  received  from  the  printer.

On  receipt  of  this  communication, 
President  Drinlier  immediately  sent  to 
the  presidents  invitedi  by  General  Scott 
a  letter  in  the  following  form: 

Lehigh  University 
South  Bethlehem,   Pa. 

September  23,   1916. 
To  the  Members   of  the  Advisory   Committee 
of  University  Presidents  on  the  Summer 
Military   Instruction   Camps  : 
Gentlemen  : 

I  hare  just  received  a  copy  of  General 
Scott's  letter  of  the  22nd  inst.  which  I  un- 
derstand he  has  sent  to  all  the  members  of 
our  committee,  and  also  to  the  Presidents  of 
Ohio  State,  University  of  Tennessee,  Clemson 
College,  and  University  of  Michigan  as  men 
interested  and  versed  in  the  subject  of  mili- 
tary training  in  colleges. 

General  Scott  in  his  letter  says  that  the 
idea  of  holding  the  proposed  conference  origi- 
nated with  me.  He  gives  me  too  much  credit 
in  saying  this.  As  I  understand  it,  the  Idea 
originated  in  a  talk  between  President  Lowell 
and  General  Miacomb  (Head  of  the  War  Col- 
lege) last  Spring  when  President  Lowell  was 
in  Washington.  Dr.  Lowell  afterwards  asked 
me  what  I  thought  of  it  and  suggested  that  I 
join  him  in  urging  on  General  Macomb  the 
advisability,  before  the  War  Department 
should  formulate  any  plan  for  military  study 
in  our  lay  colleges,  of  having  a  consultation 
with  a  number  of  representative  university 
presidents  ;  and  it  seemed  to  Dr.  Lowell  and 
myself  that  the  University  presidents  who 
had  taken  an  active  interest  in  the  training 
camps  for  the  last  three  years  in  our  com- 
mittee would  be  ideally  fitted  for  this  service. 

When  Dr.  Lowell  and  I  were  at  the  Platts- 
burg  camp  early  in  August  I  had  an  oppor- 
tunity of  speaking  with  General  Scott  and 
also  with  President  Hibben  about  the  matter 
and  General  Scott  asked  me  to  write  him  a 
letter  about  it  as  General  Macomb  would  re- 
tire from  active  service  October  1st,  and  that 
was  the  reason  for  my  letter  of  August  5th, 
which  General  Scott  does  me  the  honor  to 
quote. 

It  seems  to  me  highly  advisable  that  we 
should  give  the  War  Department  any  service 
or  advice  in  this  matter  that  we  can,  and  I 
trust  that  the  members  of  our  committee  will 
be  able  to  meet  as  requested  by  the  War  De- 
partment in  Washington  on  October  17.

At    the    meeting    in    Washington    a 


committee  was  appointed  to  pursue 
with  the  War  Department  the  working 
out  of  resolutions  adopted  by  the  col- 
lege presidents.  The  committee  com- 
prises President  Lowell,  Chairman, 
Presidents  Thompson,  Vincent  and 
Drinker,  Superintendent  Nichols,  the 
Rev.  Dr.  E.  A.  Pace  (representing 
Bishop  Shahan)  and  Maj.  J.  I.  King- 
man of  the  General  Staff,  U.  S.  Army.

Class  of 


Opening  Exercises — Entering 
325  Students 

The  opening  exercises  of  the  Uni- 
versity were  held  in  Packer  Memorial 
Church  on  Wednesday,  October  4. 
There  was  present  the  largest  student 
body  in  Lehigh  history,  including  325 
new  men — an  entering  class  that 
breaks  all  records  for  size. 

President  Drinker  announced 
changes  in  and  additions  to  the  teach- 
ing force  (given  in  full  elsewhere  in 
this  issue)  and  then  addressed  the  as- 
semblage upon  prospects  for  this,  the 
University's  flfty-first  year.  Dr.  Drink- 
er said,  in  part: 

"Our  plant  is  in  good  order.  The  com- 
pletion of  our  athletic  grounds,  due  to  the 
generous  gift  of  Mrs.  Schwab,  justifies  in  the 
completeness  and  beauty  of  the  construction 
the  pre-vision  of  our  loved  alumnus,  Charley 
Taylor,  to  whom,  and  to  the  architectural 
genius  of  Henry  Hornbostel,  and  the  engi- 
neering skill  of  Charles  W.  Leaxitt,  we  owe 
the  conception  and  plan. 

"We  welcome  the  advent  in  Sayre  Park 
of  the  additional  fraternity  houses  recently 
erected.  The  University  in  its  growth  gives 
evidence  of  constantly  increasing  solidarity 
of  being.  Lehigh  has  passed  the  stage  of 
youthful  growth,  and  with  its  Semi-Centen- 
nial  has  come  in  the  student  body  a  realiza- 
tion of  Lehigh's  mission,  of  Lehigh's  leader- 
ship in  service,  and  that  the  time  is  here 
when  the  deserved  reputation  of  our  alumni 
for  good  work  has  its  reflection  in  a  student 
body  who  realize  that  in  their  hands  Lehigh's 
reputation  largely  rests  for  honest  work,  good 
citizenship,  manliness,  and  gentle  bearing. 
*    *   *   * 

•  "We  welcome  home  our  men  who  this 
Summer,  in  the  Summer  Military  Training 
Camps,  and  in  the  Naval  Training  Cruises, 
have  given  practical  evidence  by  their  pres- 
ence of  Lehigh's  active  sympathy  in  the 
great  and  patriotic  work  of  American  pre- 
paredness." 


Adjustment   of   University   Calendar

FOUNDER'S  DAY  EXERCISES 


Honorary  Degree  For  F.  A.  McKenzie, 
'95 — Address  by  Dr.  Talcott  Williams 

The  annual  Founder's  Day  exercises 
of  Lehigh  University  were  held  in 
Packer  Memorial  Church  on  the 
campus  on  Saturday  morning,  October 
7,  in  the  presence  of  townspeople, 
alumni  and  the  student  body. 

Dr.  Talcott  Williams,  Director  of  the 
School  of  Journalism  on  the  Pulitzer 
Foundation  in  Columbia  University, 
was  the  main  speaker. 

Dr.  Williams  said,  in  part: 

Asa  Packer  was  born  110  years  ago.  He 
was  one  of  those  who,  in  the  first  half  of  the 
nineteenth  century,  carried  across  the  Blue 
Ridge  the  resources  of  civilization  and 
opened  to  the  nation  the  coal  of  Pennsylvania. 
His  generation  was  one  in  which  men  made 
personal  fortunes  and  died  individual  owners 
of  great  enterprises. 

When  he  died  in  1879,  after  founding  Le- 
high University,  a  new  generation  of  leaders 
and  creators  of  industry  had  come  who  or- 
ganized great  corporations.  From  Asa  Pack- 
er's death,  just  short  of  two  score  years  ago, 
these  two  issues  have  been  settled  in  regard 
to  these  great  organizations.  One,  whether 
these  monster  corporations  in  production, 
transportation,  distribution,  railroads  and 
"trusts,"  together,  should  be  above  the  law  or 
subject  to  the  law,  and  the  other  issue  wheth- 
er the  final  owners  of  these  corporations 
should  be  the  few  or  the  many.  Both  issues 
are  settled.  In  spite  of  many  predictions  and 
widespread  doubt,  no  one  can  question  today 
that  popular  self-government  emerges  in  con- 
trol, and  the  government  of  the  people  is  to- 
day supreme  in  the  management  and  regula- 
tion of  every  large  corporation  large  enough 
to  require  this.  No  one  challenges  public 
control — least  of  all  the  heads  of  these  great 
combinations.  Wendell  Phillips  called  these 
chiefs  of  transport  and  industry,  in  the  year 
of  Asa  Packer's  death,  the  rulers  of  the  land 
and  described  Thomas  A.  Scott  as  holding  in 
the  hollow  of  his  hand  Congress  and  State 
legislatures.  No  eloquent  agitator  can  say 
this  today  of  any  railroad  president,  or  the 
head  of  any  trust.  Vanderbilt,  Gould,  Hunt- 
ington, Packer  and  a  score  more  of  the  men 
whose  power  and  property  were  won  between 
1850  and  1880  owned  a  control  of  the  enter- 
prise they  conducted.  This  is  no  longer  true. 
At  Asa  Packer's  death  more  than  5,000  per- 
sons owned  the  steel  and  iron  plants  in  the 
country.  Today  there  are  more  than  200.000 
\  shareholders  of  the  Steel  Trust  and  other  cor- 


porations. In  all  the  holders  of  railroad, 
trust  and  bank  shares  number  at  least  3,000,- 
000.  If  we  add  farms,  city  homes,  realty 
owners,  the  owners  of  40,000,000  regular  life 
policies,  with  $5,000,000,000  of  assets,  $22,- 
000,000,000  of  insurance,  8,000,000  owners  of 
assessment  policies  with  $9,500,000,000  of 
insurance,  the  10,000,000  holders  of  $5,500,- 
000,000  of  savings  bank  deposits  and  3,000,- 
000  owners  of  $1,400,000,000  assets  of  build- 
ing associations,  it  is  incontrovertible  that  of 
the  20,000,000  families  In  the  United  States, 
a  round  majority,  12,000,000  and  upwards 
own  property  and  share  in  the  wealth  of  the 
land.  When  this  country  became  independ- 
ent a  generation  before  Asa  Packer's  birth, 
one-fifth  of  its  population  was  held  in  slavery 
and  not  one-third  owned  property.  Shares  in 
which  the  frugal  could  invest  in  life  insur- 
ance, savings  banks,  building  associations 
were  all  yet  to  come,  and  George  Washington 
died  holding  a  larger  share  of  the  total 
wealth  of  the  United  States,  as  nearly  as  can 
be  ascertained,  than  any  man  living  today. 

Free  institutions  have  meant  not  only  the 
distribution  and  diffusion  of  political  rights 
and  privileges  ;  but  also  the  economic  distri- 
bution and  diffusion  of  property  rights  and 
privileges.  There  was  never  a  larger  share 
of  the  American  people  economically  secure 
and  politically  independent  than  today,  and 
this  economic  and  political  democracy  is  re- 
solved that  neither  corporation  nor  labor 
union,  neither  combinations  of  capital  nor 
combinations  of  labor  shall  rule  this  land. 
They  are  determined  that  both  and  all  alike 
shall  be  subject  to  the  law  and  the  diffusion 
of  property  has  made  what  was  and  is  a  po- 
litical principle,  a  subject  of  personal  in- 
terest to  a  majority  of  the  American  people. 

Ability  and  capacity  to  make  a  corporation 
successful  and  profitable  today  give  control 
in  corporations  rather  than  the  ownership  of 
a  controlling  majority  of  shares.  This  con- 
trol, divorced  from  personal  ownership  is 
oftener  used  for  selfish  ends  and  is  always 
open  to  this  temptation.  Neither  law  nor 
public  opinion,  neither  personal  nor  public 
morals  sufficiently  safeguard  this  peril  or 
educate  the  shareholder  in  his  rights.  But 
the  graduates  of  Lehigh  University  and  of 
other  technical  institutions  are  creating  a 
great  body  of  men  who  see  their  task  pro- 
fessionally, who  look  forward  not  to  their 
salaries,  but  to  their  achievements.  What 
salary  had  Goethals  in  the  greatest  engineer- 
ing feat  of  our  day?  'What  is  his  record  but 
the  reward  of  the  saviours  and  benefactors 
of  men,  man  and  nations? 

Not  a  man  but  knows  engineers  working 
at  many  posts  in  this  spirit.  The  great 
staffs  of  officials  in  railroads  and  corpora- 
tions are  all  developing  this  attitude  towards 
this  work.  This  is  the  professional  spirit, 
born  and  bred  in  our  institutions  of  learn- 
ing. In  the  end,  these  great  corporations  will 
be  served  as  the  country  is  served  in  a  spirit 
of  corporate  patriotism,  and  their  officers,  as 
we  all  already  see  has  begun  to  be  the  case, 
will  appeal  to  the  public  and  the  shareholder 
for  the  justification  of  their  work.  An  eco- 
nomic democracy  led  by  professional  advisers 
will  eventually  rule  the  vast  self-governing 
corporations  in  the  republic. 

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  was 
conferred  on  President  Fayette  Avery 
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McKenzie,  of  Pisk  University,  Nash- 
ville, Tenn.,  a  Bachelor  of  Science 
graduate  of  Lehigh  in  the  Class  of 
1895.  Dr.  McKenzie  was  presented  by 
Prof.  Robert  W.  Blake,  head  of  the 
Arts  and  Science  Department.  Presi- 
dent Drinker  conferred  the  degree,  us- 
ing these  words: 

"Fayette  Avery  McKenzie.  President  of 
Fisk  University — distinguished  alumnus  of  our 
University,  graduated  in  the  class  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-five  with  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science,  bearing  also  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  from  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania  ;  coming  from  the  sturdy 
stock  of  typical  American  life  in  the  northern 
section  of  the  Keystone  state ;  distinguished 
by  your  record  of  life-work  in  education,  de- 
servedly noted  for  your  public  service  tend- 
ing to  the  betterment  of  conditions  for  your 
fellowmen,  and  now  head  of  an  Institution 
founded  and  existing  for  the  uplift  and  edu- 
cation of  the  negro  citizens  of  our  country,  a 
great  work  worthily  and  well  carried  on  at 
Fisk  University — ^Your  Alma  Mater  delights 
to  extend  to  you  this  mark  of  her  apprecia- 
tion of  your  patriotic  and  valued  service. 

"By  virtue  of  the  authority  committed  un- 
to me  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Lehigh 
University,  and  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Faculty,  I  admit  you  to  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Laws  and  confer  upon  you  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  thereto  pertaining.  In  testi- 
mony whereof  I  present  you  with  this  di- 
ploma." 


Cement  Tests  in  Fritz  I/aboratoi-y 

The  September  issue  of  "Concrete" 
contained  an  article  on  "Tensile 
Strength  of  Portland  Cement  Mortars 
Containing  Lime,"  by  M.  O.  Fuller,  In- 
structor in  Civil  Engineering  in  Lehigh 
University.  The  investigations  de- 
scribed were  the  results  of  a  series  of 
tests  made  in  the  Fritz  Engineering 
Laboratory  of  the  University. 

Standard  briquettes  of  neat  cement 
and  1-2-3  mortars  were  subjected  to 
six  different  kinds  of  storage.  One 
series  of  neat  cement  briquettes  gaged 
to  normal  consistency  and  another  set 
gaged  to  working  consistency  were 
given  various  kinds  of  storage  treat- 
ment for  comparative  purposes.  A 
third  and  fourth  series  using  standard 
Ottawa  sand  gaged  to  normal  and 
working  consistencies  was  used  as  the 
basis  for  the  future  mortar  series. 
Mortar  briquettes  using  Delaware 
River  sand  with  .0%,  21/2%,  5%,  71/2% 
and  10%,  by  weight,  of  hydrated  lime 
were  made  and  given  the  same  storage 
treatment. 

The  conclusions  of  the  tests,  which 


are  very  clearly  shown  by  means  of 
plotted  curves,  indicate  that  in  water 
and  soil  storages  the  greatest  increases 
of  strength  occur.  An  addition  of  hy- 
drated lime  up  to  10%  not  only  in- 
creases the  plasticity  but  also  the  ten- 
sile strength. 


Coxe  Mining  Liaboratory 

During  the  past  Summer  a  full  size 
Deister-Overstrom  table  of  the  newest 
type  was  installed  by  the  Deister  Con- 
centrator Company  in  the  Coxe  Mining 
Laboratory  of  Lehigh  University. 

The  excellent  equipment  of  the  Coxe 
Laboratory  has  been  used  more  than 
ever  during  the  past  year  for  the 
working  out  of  research  and  commer- 
cial problems.  Among  the  companies 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  facilities  of- 
fered by  the  testing  plant  are  the  Beth- 
lehem Steel  Company,  the  United 
States  Metals  Refining  Company  and 
the  Virginia  Lead  &  Zinc  Corporation. 
The  last  named  company  will  build  its 
new  100-ton  concentrator  in  accord- 
ance with  a  flow-sheet  developed 
through  concentration  tests  performed 
at  Lehigh.  The  ore  treated  is  a  com- 
plex galena-sphalerite-pyrite  ore,  and 
the  separation  will  be  made  by  gravity 
methods,  followed  by  oil  flotation.

Riparian  Rights  Settled  by  Arbitration 

Professor  McKibben,  head  of  the 
Civil  Engineering  Department  of  Le- 
high Universit3',  had  an  article  in  the 
September  9  issue  of  the  "Engineering 
Record"  on  a  case  in  Lehigh  County 
that  was  of  interest  because  of  the 
recognition  that  actions  based  on  the 
law  of  riparian  rights  are  largely  an 
engineering  problem.  A  miller  claimed 
damages  because  the  County,  by  tak- 
ing water  from  a  large  spring  to  which 
he  had  established  uninterrupted 
right,  diminished  the  water  power 
available  for  operating  his  grist  mill. 
Settlement  was  made  upon  the  basis 
of  a  recommendation  by  a  board  of 
three  arbitrators,  including  Professor 
McKibben,

Appreciation  of  Dr.  Drinker's  Services 

The   following   was    an    editorial    in 
the  September  "Bulletin  of  the  Ameri- 
can Institute  of  Mining  Engineers": 
DR.    HENRY    STURGIS    DRINKER 

When  the  suggestion  was  made  by  Major 
General  Leonard  Wood  that  the  Institute 
assist  in  the  formation  of  a  National  Re- 
serve Corps  of  Engineers,  Dr.  Drinker's  name 
occurred  first  to  the  Board  of  Directors  as 
the  man  who  would  be  most  capable  of  carry- 
ing out  the  proposed  plan.  Dr.  Drinker  has 
long  been  associated  with  work  in  connec- 
tion with  military  training  and  is  at  present 
the  Chairman  of  the  Governing  Committee  on 
Military  Training  Camps  Association  which 
is  having  such  important  results  at  Platts- 
burg  and  other  places  in  this  country. 

As  Chairman  of  the  Institute's  Committee 
on  National  Reserve  Corps  of  Engineers,  Dr. 
Drinker  was  a  member  of  the  Joint  Confer- 
ence Committee  of  the  National  Engineering 
Societies  on  this  subject.  He  was  an  earnest 
worker    in    the   movement   which    has    finally 
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resulted  in  definite  legislation  by  Congress 
whereby  a  Reserve  Corps  of  Engineers  is  au- 
thorized in  the  new  Army  Bill  which  became 
eitective  July  1,  1916.  Notice  of  the  results 
of  the  work  was  sent  to  all  the  members  of 
the  National  Engineering  Societies  early  in 
July,  and  the  War  Department  of  the  United 
States  has  recently  issued  a  circular  which 
has  been  sent  to  all  the  members  of  the  Na- 
tional Engineering  Societies,  as  well  as  to 
many  other  engineers,  outlining  the  line 
whereby  engineers  may  enroll  themselves  in 
the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps.  Dr.  Drinker  has, 
therefore,  fulfilled  the  mission  which  he  un- 
dertook when  assuming  the  Chairmanship  of 
the  Institute's  Committee.  He  now  asks  the 
permission  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  with- 
draw as  Chairman  and  has  requested  that  he 
be  replaced  in  this  position  by  Mr.  Arthur  S. 
Dwight,  in  the  belief  that  the  Chairmanship 
of  the  Institute's  Committee  and  membership 
on  the  Joint  Committee  should  be  vested  in 
a  man  located  in  New  York  City,  for  the  bet- 
ter carrying  out  of  the  important  work  now 
before  the  Joint  Committee.  We  are  happy 
to  say  that  Dr.  Drinker  has  consented  to  re- 
main a  member  of  the  Institute's  Committee, 
but  the  completion  of  the  first  phase  of  his 
work,  as  Chairman,  should  not  be  allowed  to 
pass  without  an  expression  of  appreciation  on 
behalf  of  the  Institute  for  his  services. 


Col.  Wells  Director  in  Unique  Company 

Col.  J.  Hollis  Wells,  C.E.,  '85,  of  the 
firm  of  Clinton  and  Russell,  architects, 
New  York  City,  is  a  Director  of  the  In- 
terocean  Submarine  Contracting  Com- 
pany, Inc.  Among  the  present  activi- 
ties of  this  Company  is  an  attempt  to 
locate  the  Ward  Line  steamship  "Meri- 
da"  which  sank  about  five  years  ago 
and  now  lies  on  the  bottom  of  the  At- 
lantic Ocean  approximately  74  degrees, 
47  minutes  west  longitude  and  37  de- 
grees, 20  minutes  north  latitude.  On 
this  vessel,  which  is  in  240  feet  of 
water,  are  many  tons  of  copper  and 
silver  bars,  with  thousands  of  dollars 
of  money  and  jewelry  in  the  purser's 
safe.  The  Company  has  diving  appa- 
ratus which  makes  work  possible  in 
very  deep  water. 


arET  DEATH  IN  TRENCHES 


Lehigh  Graduate  Killed  While  Serving 
in  the  British  Army 

William  V.  Pettit,  B.S.  (in  Met.), 
'94,  First  Lieutenant  in  the  Seventh 
Regiment  of  Royal  Engineers,  was 
killed  June  2  7  last  in  the  position  of 
the  line  near  Perrone,  France.  Accord- 
ing to  word  received  by  his  brother,  J. 
R.  Pettit,  B.S.  (in  Met.),  '99,  of  Phila- 
delphia,   he    met    death    about    seven 


o'clock  on  the  evening  of  that  day, 
while  in  the  trenches.  He  was  killed 
by  shrapnel.  Burial  took  place  in  the 
cemetery  near  Bethune,  which  is  not 
far  from  Ypres. 

Lieutenant  Pettit  enlisted  with  the 
Seventh  Regiment  in  England  early  in 
April,  1915.  For  fifteen  years  prior  to 
that  time  he  had  been  engaged  in  min- 
ing in  Mexico  and  had  important  in- 
terests there.  He  was  born  November 
26,  1874,  in  Philadelphia,  a  son  of  Silas 
W.  Pettit,  a  well  known  lawyer  of 
Philadelphia  and  a  former  President 
of  the  Union  League.  Fitted  for  Le- 
high at  Ulrich's  Preparatory  School  In 
Bethlehem,  he  entered  the  University 
in  September,  1890.  He  was  graduated 
with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Sci- 
ence in  Metallurgy  on  June  20,  1894. 
While  a  student  Mr.  Pettit  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  football  squad  and  belonged 
to  the  Junior  German  Club. 


'THE  JOB'S  THE  TEST' 


"Iron  Trade  Review"  Endorses  Views 
of  Dean  Schneider,  '94 

"Selecting  Men  for  Jobs"  was  the 
subject  of  an  article  by  Dr.  Herman 
Schneider,  B.S.,  '94,  Dean  of  the  Col- 
lege of  Engineering,  University  of  Cin- 
cinnati, in  the  June  number  of  the 
"Engineering  Magazine." 

In  comment  upon  this  article,  the 
"Iron  Trade  Review"  of  July  20  had 
the  following  editorial: 

THE  JOB'S  THE  TEST 
"It  is  genuinely  refreshing  to  see  a  sane, 
practical  man  like  Herman  Schneider,  dean 
of  the  college  of  engineering.  University  of 
Cincinnati,  tear  to  pieces  the  ridiculous 
theories  of  some  alleged  psychologists  and 
others  who  endeavor  to  give  advice  to  men  of 
affairs. 

"Recently  some  of  the  gentlemen  of  finely 
spun  theories  have  been  telling  how  to  select 
men  for  jobs  by  following  charts  of  boy 
epochs ;  by  examining  physical  character- 
i'stics,  such  as  the  shape  of  the  fingers  and 
the  head,  to  discover  aptitudes  and  abilities, 
and  by  resorting  to  various  schemes  of  ex- 
perimental psychologists,  including  giving  of 
tests  as  to  memory  and  other  qualifications. 
Dean  Schneider  very  cleverly  shows  the  folly 
of  adopting  such  methods  and  tests  and  as- 
serts that  tne  only  reliable  method  is  the  old- 
fashioned  one  of  the  'test  on  the  individual 
job.'  In  conclusion,  the  dean  points  out  that 
the  science  of  applied  psychology  seems  to  be 
at  the  point  where  chemistry  was  when  it 
was  alchemy.  'Vocational  guidance,'  he  says, 
'should    accompany    work ;    it    cannot    safely 
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precede  it  for  juvenile  workers.'  He  believes 
it  should  be  continuous  until  the  young  man 
or  young  woman  is  at  least  18  years  of  age. 
He  believes  that  mental  training  and  direc- 
tion by  the  school  should  accompany  actual 
work.  And  the  best  of  it  all  is  that  he  has 
shown  in  Cincinnati  and  elsewhere  that  this 
can  be  done. 

"If  there  are  any  manufacturers  who  have 
been  fascinated  by  the  vagaries  of  theorists 
as  to  vocational  guidance  and  selection  of 
men,  they  will  do  well  to  read  what  Dean 
Schneider  has  to  say."

The  match  was  a 
foursome  between  Mr.  Evans  and  Paul  Mack- 
all,  and  Mr.  Sawyer  and  Mr.  Grace.  The 
morning's  play  over  the  full  course  of  18 
holes  resulted  in  a  victory  for  Messrs.  Evans 
and  Mackall  of  5  up  and  4  to  play.

RAPID  CONSTRUCTION 


Huge  Eddystone  Plant  Built  By  Con- 
verse, '99,  in  Record  Time 

The  "Illustrated  World"  for  June 
contained  an  article  by  Donald  "Wil- 
helm  on  "War  Plants  Built  Over 
Night,"  with  a  sub-title,  "The  Magic  of 
Bernard  Converse  (M.E.,  '99)."  An 
account  is  given  of  how  Mr.  Converse 
built  a  combined  rifle  and  locomotive 
factory  at  Eddystone,  Pa.,  without 
plans  and  in  record  time.  The  follow- 
ing are  paragraphs  from  the  article: 

"The  task  of  the  young  engineer  was  to 
play  architect,  contractor,  builder,  czar,  in 
the  huge  operation  of  putting  up  a  building 
that  should  be  big  enough  to  make  a  million 
and  a  half  rifles  a  year,  and  complex  enough 
to  be  used,  when  rifles  go  out  of  fashion,  for 


a  boiler  shop  with  some  thousand  or  two  re- 
verberating hammers  fastening  boilers  and 
locomotives  together  for  use  all  over  the 
world,  and  to  waste  no  time  in  planning,  but 
to  begin  building  right  away.".  .  .  . 

"Mr.  Converse  smashed  the  world's  record 
for  fast  building,  other  experts  say.  He  put 
up  that  biggest  of  munitions  plants  in  three 
months  of  work  time  (there  were  thirty  days 
of  rain  that  do  not  count)  and  it  would  have 
taken  a  contractor  more  likely  three  years." 

In  telling  how  this  was  accomplished 
the  article  says  that  "He  got  busy — 
with  two  assistant  engineers,  also  Le- 
high University  men  by  the  way,  first 
running  a  few  lines  by  way  of  staking 
off  the  corners  of  the  biggest  factory 
building,  it  is  believed,  in  Kingdom 
Come." 


FIRST   IN   EXAMINATIONS 


L/ehigh  Man  Led  British  Competitors. 
Another  Alumnus  Won  Here 

In  an  Associate  Membership  Ex- 
amination of  the  Institution  of  Civil 
Engineers,  London,  R.  J.  Van  Reenen, 
C.E.,  '06,  passed  first  out  of  upwards 
of  one  hundred  candidates  from  all 
over  the  British  Empire.  Mr.  Van 
Reenen,  in  a  letter  to  a  friend  here, 
made  this  comment:  "Naturally  I  had 
to  do  quite  a  lot  of  reading  at  nights, 
but  still  Lehigh  is  responsible  for  the 
place  I  took." 

While  in  the  University  Mr.  Van 
Reenen  played  guard  on  the  'Varsity 
football  team.  He  is  now  Superin- 
tendent of  Roads,  Bridges  and  Local 
Works  of  Orange  Free  State,  South 
Africa,  where  he  has  been  a  pioneer  in 
the  conservation  of  natural  resources.

Lewis  Heck,  B.A.,  '08,  has  been  pro- 
moted to  be  Turkish  Secretary  to  the 
Embassy  of  the  United  States  in  Con- 
stantinople.

"With  the  Fiench,"  R.  H.  Davis,  '86 

The  twelve  chapters  of  "With  the 
French  in  France  and  Salonika''  are 
made  up  of  letters  Mr.  Davis  sent  from 
France,  Greece,  Serbia  and  England  as 
a  correspondent  for  the  Wheeler  sj-n- 
dicate  of  newspapers  and  "Scribner's 
Llagazine." 

Writing  always  as  a  partisan  the 
author  was,  in  the  strictest  sense, 
"With  the  French."  For  their  cour- 
age, calmness,  and  eflBciency  as  a 
people,  unbounded  admiration  is  ap- 
parent in  everj^  letter  from  the  first, 
giving  President  Poincaire's  message 
of  thanks  to  America,  through  to  the 
last,  "London,  a  Year  Later." 

Mr.  Davis  "visited  ten  of  the  twelve 
sectors  of  the  French  front,  seeing 
most  of  them  from  the  first  trench, 
and  was  also  on  the  French-British 
front  in  the  Balkans." 

In  a  gallery  of  pictures  so  master- 
fullj'  painted  it  is  difficult  to  pin  high- 
est award  ribbons.  There  are  pictures 
of  beauty  and  charm  like  the  glimpses 
of  the  "enchanted  forest"  of  the  Vos- 
ges;  of  penetrating  cold  and  desolation 
as  in  the  retreat  in  the  Balkans;  of 
animation  and  fun  as  in  the  dinner  of 
the  French  officers  and  American  cor- 
respondents in  Serbia;  of  suffering  and 
sadness,  as  in  accounts  of  soldiers 
wounded,  with  frozen  legs  and  hands 
in  hospital  tents  or  walking  with 
crutches  on  the  Paris  boulevards. 

A  miracle  of  observation  and  im- 
pressionistic portrayal  is  the  chapter 
describing  the  trading  seaport  of  Sa- 
lonika   into    which    was    crowded,    in 


December,  1915,  a  quadrupled  popula- 
tion. The  scenes  in  the  streets  by  day 
and  by  night  are  sketched  with  the 
power  that  made  Mr.  Davis  the  great- 
est of  American  correspondents. 

It  is  a  happy  circumstance  that  the 
last  chapter  of  Mr.  Davis's  last  book 
should  relate,  in  his  finest  and  most 
characteristic  stj'le,  the  activities  at 
St.  Dunstan's  in  London  of  blind  sol- 
diers who  have  been  very  near  death 
and  that  the  words  with  which  the 
book  ends  should  be  these: 

"Those  blind  French  officers  at  the  Crillon 
in  Paris  and  these  English  Tommies  are 
teaching  a  great  lesson.  Thev  are  teaching 
men  who  are  whining  over  the  loss  of  money, 
health,  or  a  job,  to  be  ashamed.  It  is  not  we 
who  are  helping  them,  but  they  who  are  help- 
ing us.  They  are  showing  us  how  to  face 
disaster  and  setting  an  example  of  real 
courage.  Those  who  do  not  profit  by  it  are 
more  blind  than  they."

"The  Plunderers,"  Edwin  Lefevre,  '91 

"The  Plunderers"  will  get  you  if- 
3-ou-don't-watch-out,-or  if  you  do.  Try 
as  you  maj^  to  "detect,"  the  clues  j'ou 
note  with  that  prideful  air  of  discovery 
will  only  muddle  and  befuddle  and 
leave  you  as  bewildered  as  the  Indi- 
viduals of  wealth  The  Plunder  Recov- 
ery Syndicate  induced  to  contribute. 

The  first  episode  of  the  book  is  the 
best — "The  Pearls  of  the  Princess  Pa- 
tricia." But  the  second  in  order,  "The 
Panic  of  the  Lion,"  is  a  close  second 
likewise  in  merit.  The  further  activi- 
ties of  The  Sj-ndicate  in  its  object  "to 
reduce  the  tainted  wealth  of  our  com- 
patriots" are  recounted  in  "As  Proofs 
of  Holy  Writ"  and  "Cheap  at  a  Mil- 
lion." 

The  mj'stery  theme  is  ancient  but, 
just  as  he  was  a  pioneer  in  the  finan- 
cial fiction  field,  so  Mr.  Lefevre  here 
leads  in  showing  how  to  do  an  old 
thing  in  a  new  way.  "The  Plunder- 
ers," in  plot  and  handling,  doesn't  re- 
mind you  of  Poe,  Wilkie  Collins,  Co- 
nan  Doyle  or  the  French  writers. 
There  isn't  anj'  detective,  for  one 
thing.  Indeed,  as  you  close  a  book 
that  has  kept  j'ou  up  verj'  late  at 
night,  you  are  apt  to  have  two  feel- 
ings: one  of  gratitude  to  the  author 
for  not  introducing  a  Monsieur  Dupln 
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or  a  Sherlock  Holmes;  and  second  a 
feeling  of  hope  that  Mr.  Lefevre  may 
some  day  disclose  the  real  personalities 
of  the  "Plunder  Recoverers."  Their 
last  letter,  with  its  signature,  "The 
Time  Givers,"  sounds  promising.

PEXX  STATE  VS.  LEHIGH 


The  Big  Home  Game  of  the  Tear  WUl 
Be  Attended  by  Many  Alumni 

Circumstances  have  combined  to 
make  Lehigh's  contest  with  Pennsyl- 
vania State  College  on  Saturday,  No- 
vember 11,  of  an  interest  and  impor- 
tance exceeded  only  by  the  Lafayette 
game.  This  is  the  third  consecutive 
year  that  teams  of  these  institutions 
haA-e  met.  In  1914  Lehigh  won,  2  0  to 
7,  two  weeks  after  Penn  State  had  tied 
Harvard.  State  evened  things  up  last 
Fall  with  a  7  to  0  victory  in  what  a 
news  account  from  State  College 
termed  "the  greatest  game  ever  played 
on  Beaver  field." 

That  State  has  a  powerful  eleven 
this  year  is  shown  in  its  total  of  169 
points  to  7  by  opponents  in  four  early- 
season       games      with       Susquehanna, 
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Westminster,  Bucknell  and  West  Vir- 
ginia Wesleyan.  To  win  against  a 
team  with  such  scoring  capacity,  Le- 
high must  have  an  exceptional  defense 
together  with  sufficient  offense  to  tally. 

A  second  point  of  interest  is  that 
this  is  the  one  big  game  of  the  year  in 
the  completed  Taylor  Stadium.  The 
north  side  concrete  stands,  generously 
donated  to  the  University  by  Mrs. 
Charles  M.  Schwab,  will  be  in  use.  The 
play  will  take  place  upon  a  re-sodded, 
re-graded  gridiron  which  is  among  the 
finest  in  the  country. 

Because  of  the  opportunity  to  see 
the  completed  stadium  as  the  scene  of  a 
noteworthy  contest,  Lehigh  alumni  are 
expected  back  in  large  numbers  from 
New  York,  Philadelphia,  Wilkes- 
Barre,  Scranton  and  other  cities  within 
convenient  distance  of  the  University. 
Delegations  of  State  alumni  in  New 
York  and  Philadelphia  will  attend  the 
game.

PROMISING  EARLY  SEASON 


Lehigh   Team   Acquits    Itself   Well   In 
Yale  Game — Two  Victories 

In  the  first  three  games  of  the  1916 
football  season,  Lehigh's  team  made  a 
record  of  two  victories  and  a  defeat 
that  was  really  a  success.  Against  the 
Ursinus  eleven  (which  later  won  from 
Lafayette)  and  against  Albright  Col- 
lege, the  Brown  and  White  ran  up 
large  scores. 

But  neither  of  these  triumphs  gave 
the  satisfaction  produced  by  Lehigh's 
showing  at  New  Haven  on  October  14, 
when  Yale  was  held  to  two  touch- 
downs. The  mere  score  of  12  to  0  was 
not  so  good  as  the  7  to  6  result  of 
1915,  but  it  was  better  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  Yale  is  far  stronger  than  a 
year  ago,  as  attested  by  scores  of  61  to 
3  over  the  University  of  Virginia  and 
2  5  to  0  over  Carnegie  Tech. 


Yale  12,  Lehigh  0 

Because  of  the  closeness  of  the  out- 
come in  1915,  more  than  ordinary  pre- 
liminary attention  was  given  in  news- 
papers throughout  the  country  to  the 
Yale-Lehigh  game.  Dispatches  from 
New  Haven  represented  the  Blue  team 
and  coaches  as  apprehensive. 

The  following  are  extracts  from  ac- 
counts in  leading  newspapers  on  the 
day  after: 

From  the  New  York  "Times"  of  Oc- 
tober 15,  under  headlines  "Yale  Finds 
Lehigh  a  Stubborn  Loser.  Eli's  Ad- 
vances Often  Halted  Near  Goal  and 
Two  Touchdowns  is  the  Limit": 

New  Haven,  Conn.,  Oct.  14. — Lehigh's 
stubborn  opposition  today  held  Yale  to  two 
touchdowns,  one  each  by  Harry  Legore  and 
Bob  Bingham.  Their  tallies  accounted  for 
all  the  scoring  of  the  afternoon,  as  both  at- 
tempts at  goals  failed  and  as  Lehigh  was 
unable  to  cross  the  Yale  line. 

Yale's  victory,  by  today's  figures  of  12  to 
0,  is  regarded  as  a  mild  rebuke  to  the  South 
Bethlehem  college  for  holding  Yale  to  a  7  to 
6  score  last  season. 

*  *  *  The  first  period  went  scoreless, 
Bingham's  fumble  at  the  2-yard  line  and 
Lehigh's  defensive  cleverness  in  seizing  the 
ball  on  downs  at  the  Lehigh  20-yard  line 
throttling  Yale's  only  scoring  chances.  Al- 
though Legore's  spectacular  run,  which  pro- 
duced Yale's  opening  touchdown  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  second  half,  relieved  the  Eli 
supporters,  Yale  was  in  distress  all  the  re- 
mainder of  the  half,  because  Brunner,  the 
Lehigh  punter,  drove  Legore  back  in  every 
exchange  of  kicks  which  the  Yale  halfback 
sent  into  the  teeth  of  the  wind.  T'wice  Le- 
high forward  passes  were  intercepted  close 
to  the  Yale  goal  by  the  Yale  backs,  averting 
the  threatened  score. 

Aside  from  Legore's  narrowly  missed  field 
goal,  neither  side  threatened  a  score  in  the 
third  period.  Following  Bingham's  touch- 
down in  the  final  period,  Lehigh  was  con- 
stantly on  the  defensive.  A  forward  pass, 
Legore  to  Gates,  brought  the  ball  to  the  Le- 
high 20-yard  line,  where  Yale  was  held  on 
downs.  Brunner's  short  punt  two  minutes 
later  gave  Yale  the  ball  only  30  yards  from 
the  Lehigh  goal,  but  the  Elis  were  again  held 
on  downs.  *  *  *  -phe  line-up  :

Lehigh  played  very  good  football  and  at 
no  time  showed  any  sign  of  letting  up.  Her 
men  fought  well  and  stuck  it  out  to  the  fin- 
ish, with  Chenoweth,  Brunner  and  Maginnes 
in  the  front  rank  and  with  especial  com- 
mendation for  the  defensive  play  of  her  en- 
tire line  from  end  to  end. 

"Walter  Trumbull   in   the   New   York 

"World": 

The  Lehigh  team  was  fast  and  had  on  it 
such  veterans  as  Pons,  Tate.  Halsted  and 
Maginnes.  *  *  *  xhe  game  was  cleanly 
played.  There  were  several  penalties  exacted 
against  each  team,  but  most  of  them  were 
for  offside  play  or  using  the  hands  in  the 
interference.  *  *  *  For  Lehigh  the  whole 
line  played  well  on  the  defense  and  Brun- 
ner, McCarthy  and  Chenoweth  all  proved 
their  worth. 

A  special  New  Haven  dispatch  in 
the  Boston  "Globe"  on  October  14  be- 
gan thus: 

Yale  this  afternoon  struck  the  first  real 
defense  it  has  met  with  and  was  only  able  to 
make  two  touchdowns  against  Lehigh.  The 
score  was  Yale  12,  Lehigh  0. 

The  result  was  a  surprise  for  both  teams, 
for  Lehigh,  because  it  did  not  expect  to  do  so 
well,  and  for  Yale  because  it  expected  to  win 
by  a  bigger  score. 

Lehigh  produced  a  good  defense  which 
Yale  could  not  overcome. 

Special  dispatch  to  the  Philadelphia 
"North  American": 

New  Haven.  Conn.,  Oct.  14. — Yale  met  a 
real  football  team  this  afternoon  in  Lehigh, 
and  the  best  the  Elis  could  do  against  the 
South  Bethlehem  lads  was  to  score  two 
touchdowns,  the  final  score  being  12  to  0, 
both  attempts  to  kick  goals  after  touchdowns 
failing. 

The  Lehigh  team  kept  Yale  on  the  jump 
at  all  times  because  of  the  long  forward 
passes  tried  almost  every  time  the  visitors 
had  the  ball.  The  passes  were  hurled  40 
yards  at  a  clip.  They  failed  in  every  in- 
stance but  one,  the  ball  just  dropping  from 
the  finger  tips  of  Quist  and  McCarthy  several 
times  within  the  Yale  10-yard  line. 

From  "The  Sun,"  New  York,  Octo- 
ber 15: 

Lehigh's  line  held  Yale  three  times  for 
downs  and  played  a  hard,  aggressive  game 
from  the  start.  The  backs  were  unable  to 
do  anything  against  the  Yale  line,  however, 
and  the  only  chance  the  visitors  had  to 
score  was  by  means  of  a  forward  pass. 

From  a  dispatch  in  the  Philadelphia 
"Public  Ledger,"  October  15: 


Lehigh  pinned  its  faith  on  the  forward 
pass,  and,  although  13  out  of  15  throws  were 
incompleted  or  intercepted,  one  netted  a  30- 
yard  advance  and  placed  the  ball  on  the 
Yale  10-yard  line  in  the  second  period,  giv- 
ing the  Elis  a  genuine  scare. 


Lehigh  61,  Albright  6 

The  largest  score  Lehigh  has  made 
in  some  years  was  registered  against 
the  Albright  College  team  in  Taylor 
Stadium  on  October  7.  Seven  touch- 
downs were  the  Lehigh  total.  In  the 
last  quarter,  a  few  minutes  before 
time  was  up,  Silverman  of  Albright 
skirted  right  end  and  crossed  the  goal 
line. 

Thirtjr  candidates  for  the  Brown 
and  White  team  were  given  tryouts  in 
this  game.  In  the  second  quarter  the 
second-string  eleven  went  on  the 
field  and  scored  more  points  and 
played  more  smoothly  than  the  first 
team. 

The  Lehigh  touchdowns  were  made 
by  the  veterans,  Halsted  and  Magin- 
nes, and  by  Brunner,  reputed  as  the 
greatest  athlete  Tome  School  ever  had, 
Herrington,  a  star  quarterback  and 
track  man  who  comes  from  the  Kiski- 
minetas  Springs  School,  Wysocki,  who 
was  graduated  from  the  Asbury  Park 
High  School,  and  two  other  new  play- 
ers, Hurley  and  Pursell. 


Lehigh  21,  Ui-slrras  0 

Playing  on  the  upper  field  because 
the  stadium  re-sodded  gridiron  was 
not  then  in  condition,  Lehigh  opened 
the  season  on  Saturday,  September  30, 
with  Ursinus. 

About  four  minutes  after  the  first 
kickoff  Maginnes  carried  the  ball  40 
yards  for  a  touchdown.  Halsted  kicked 
the  goal. 

There  was  no  scoring  in  the  second 
or  third  periods.  Straight  football  at 
the  beginning  of  the  last  period  swept 
Ursinus  back  and  Maginnes  crossed 
the'  line  again.  The  goal  was  kicked 
by  McCarthy.  A  2  5-yard  run  by  quar- 
terback Chenoweth  brought  the  ball 
to  Ursinup's  2  0-j'ard  line,  from  whence 
Brunner,  the  new  halfback,  forward 
passed  it  to  McCarthy  across  the  line. 
McCarthy  kicked  the  goal.

In  six  days  the 
goal  of  $200,000  from  individual  citi- 
zens of  the  towns  was  more  than 
reached.

Archibald 
Johnston,  '89,  was  General  Chairman 
of  the  citizens'  hill-to-hill  bridge  cam- 
paign. R.  E.  Wilbur,  '04,  was  Vice- 
Chairman,  H.  A.  Foering,  '9  0,  was  a 
Division  Chairman.  Among  the  team 
captains  were  G.  William  Riegel,  '87, 
and  R.  6.  Taylor,  '95. 

At  the  final  conference  of  the  work- 
ers in  the  Eagle  Hotel  on  Saturday 
evening,  October  7,  E.  G.  Grace,  '99, 
President  of  the  Bethlehem  Steel  Com- 
pany, announced  the  Company's  dona- 
tion of  $200,000 — the  one  provisional 
clause  being  that,  if  the  amount  is  not 
needed  or  if  only  a  part  is  needed  for 
the  new  'bridge,  the  remainder  shall  be 
distributed  equally  between  the  two 
boroughs  for  street  improvements. 

In  his  address  at  this  meeting  Mr. 
Schwab,  who  personally  contributed 
$50,000  to  the  bridge  fund,  strongly 
urged  consolidation.  "Let  us  get  to- 
gether and  be  one.  Let  us  be  the  city 
of  Bethlehem."  This  sentiment  met 
the  heartiest  possible  applause. 

W.  D.  B.  Ainey,  '87,  Chairman  of 
the     Public     Service     Commission     of 
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Pennsylvania,  assured  the  citizens  he 
would  hasten  action  by  the  Commis- 
sion on  the  petition  for  the  hill-to-hill 
bridge. 

Chairman  Johnston  paid  tribute  to 
the  work  of  Dallett  H.  "^^ilson,  a  law- 
yer in  Bethlehem  who  was  "the  legal 
and  moral  backbone"  of  the  hill-to-hill 
plan.  "Another  man,"  said  Chairman 
Johnston,  "identified  with  the  move- 
ment is  L.  J.  Heller  (Prep.  '72-'74), 
Manager  of  'The  Times,'  who  gave  his 
energy  in  season  and  out  of  season  and 
kept  us  alive  through  the  columns  of 
his  live  paper."  Reference  was  made 
to  the  work  of  R.  E.  Neumeyer,  '9  0, 
engineer  and  father  of  "Neumeyer 
plan  No.  3,"  and  also  to  Prof.  F.  P. 
McKibben,  of  Lehigh  University,  who 
served  as  consulting  engineer. 

It  is  reliably  reported  that  the  Le- 
high Valley  and  the  Philadelphia  & 
Reading  Railroads  have  plans  ready 
for  a  new  union  station  as  soon  as 
work  is  begun  on  the  'bridge.
